IN THE PAST SIX MONTHS, I'VE FILLE D 
out two significant applications: one 
for Canadian citizenship, one for an 
absentee ballot for the US 
Presidential election. Initially I told 
myself the two had nothing to do 
with each other but the more I think 
about it, the more I realize that they 
are linked. : 
When I moved to Canada 12 years 
ago, I was fairly adamant about not 
applying for citizenship. I rational- 
ized that I neither needed nor 
deserved it, but really, I didn’t want 
it. With one exception, all the new 
Canadians I met were people who 
@ came from places like China, Iran, 
and South Africa. Who could blame 
them for wanting to flee their home- 
lands for a peaceful western democ- 
tacy where all that is needed to get 
ahead is hard work and determina- 
tion? 

The only US citizen I knew who 
had applied -for Canadian citizen- 
ship was my husband’s aunt, who 
was bom and raised in Baltimore 
and met her husband when he came 
to the United States to attend semi- 
nary. 

On a practical level, Auntie Jo 
had no choice. Back in the 1960s 
when she applied, she was told she 
couldn’t have dual US and Canadian 
citizenship. But for her the decision 
was more a political statement reflect- 
ing her disillusionment about the 
Vietnam War. As is the case with 
many converts, she’s now more 
Canadian than most Canadians I 

# know, which generally means she’s 
first in line to criticize the land of her 


Like Auntie Jo, I came to Canada 
because I married a Canadian whose 
work was here. But I arrived during a 
different political climate. In 1992, the 

first President Bush was wrapping up 
his presidency. The Gulf War had 
been controversial, but not at nearly 
the same level as what's happening in 
Iraq. I wasn’t disillusioned. I was 
proud to be a US citizen and content to 
live in Canada as a landed immigrant. 

My husband’s ancestors settled in 

the province of Alberta in the 18th cen- 

tury. With the exception of the four 

years Dave spent at graduate school— 

at Yale, in fact—he had never lived out- 

side of Canada. He had no intention of 
doing so ever again, but I convinced 

myself we'd be headed back to my

get used to living in Canada.” In fact, it 
took much longer. It wasn’t until I 
became a mother that I stopped feeling 
trapped in a foreign country against 
my will. I’m sure that’s because moth- 
erhood forced me to focus only on 
things I could change, like diapers. It 
also meant my roots were sinking 
deeper into Canadian soil, and [ was 
discovering more to appreciate about 
my new home. 

There is no one explanation for why 
I finally sent in my application for citi- 
zenship last spring, nearly five years 
after I started to fill it out. On a practi- 
cal level, | tell myself it’s because I want 
to have some say in my children’s 
future. I can’t fully realize that until I 
can vote. To vote, I must have citizen- 
ship. But I can’t deny that part of my 
decision had to do with how my feel- 
ings have changed about Canada and 
the US. 

Love living in a country where I can 
go toa doctor of my choosing without 
worrying about how I'll pay for the 
appointment. I think it’s wonderful to 
live ina place with so many immi- 
grants, many of whom have fled dead- 
ly living situations and are grateful to 
be ifia free country. And perhaps I’m 
fooling myself, but I feel safer here. 

But there’s part of me that can’t help 
feeling like a bit of a traitor, too. When I 
moved to Canada, I was taken aback at 
the level of ee Tencoun- 
tered. Some le were downright 
hostile. Others delivered their jibes ina 
jocular tone. I found myself in the unfa- 
miliar position of having to defend the 
country that offered my grandparents 


refuge from Czarist pogroms, where I 
grew up with no qualms about pledg- 
ing allegiance to the flag every morn- 
ing. Yes the US made mistakes, but I 
always felt we made an honest effort to 
right them. 


TO MOUSE COUNTRY! 

You can’t live in Canada long with- 
out hearing someone invoke the late 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliot Trudeau’s 
famous quote about the mouse living 
next to the elephant, with Canada as 
the rodent and the US as the giant 
beast. For a long time, I dismissed the 
anti-Americanism as grousing from the 
scrawny, undernourished, overlooked 
sibling, the eternal second-place finish- 
er. 

I still remember the sense of collec- 
tive indignation that arose when 
George W. Bush failed to include 
Canada in the list of nations he 
thanked when addressing Congress a 
week and a half after Sept. 11, when in 
fact, many of the planes headed to 
New York were diverted to a welcom- 
ing Canada. The outcry grew louder 
after the fall of Iraq when the US 
announced that reconstruction con- 
tracts would be awarded only to allies 


- who had supported the war. 


Bush has succeeded in polarizing not 
only distant countries, but the nation 
that was once the US's strongest ally, 
its very neighbour. In large part 
because of that, the level of anti-

feel terrible about that, but to be honest, 
I'm hearing a lot of the same things 
from my family and friends back 

home. I know they care deeply about 
what's happening to their country— 
my country—and theyre doing all 

they can to make the US a better place 
lapplied for an absentee ballot this 
year because I felt compelled to do my 


Back in 1992, the last time I applied 
for an absentee ballot, I did so 
because I thought I'd be moving 
home within the next four years and I 
wanted a say in who would be presi- 
dent when I returned. What breaks 
my heart now isn’t that I'm still here, 
but what is happening to the country 
of which I was once so proud. 

“Make room for me,” my friends 
and family write in emails. “If Bush 
wins, I'm moving up there to live 
with you.” 

Maybe they're joking, but I sure 
don’t feel like laughing. | feel guilty, 
partly because | know if | were living 
south of the border, I'd feel the same 
sense of desperation they do. And that 
makes me feel far more conflicted than 
filling out a Canadian citizenship appli- 


cation ever did.

YES, IT’S HALLOWE'EN TIME, BUT IF 
you're expecting a run-of-the-mill 
yarn of spooks and spectres, this Ghost 
Story is not for you. The haunting part 
of this meta-fictional story-within-a- 
story happens on the inside, where 
psychological or physical traumas 
bring bizarre changes, and ordinary 
experience gets turned on edge. 

Come to think of it, there is a house 
that takes ona personality of its own, 
anda man chasing a hare through the 

- libraries and moors of Scotland, 
Ireland, and Wales. That's pretty 
spooky, There also seem to be symbols 
at work—no reason for the existence 
of these foxes and hares other than 
their legendary fecundity or vicious- 
ness. 

The hare story and fox story frame 
the framing story, which—like any 
self-respecting opening act—isTélated 
to the main event. Both narratives fol- 
low young couples through miscar- 
riages. Toby and Leigh suffer through 
a series of these losses, each more dis- 
tressing than the last. Though the pair 
usea quirky kind of shorthand when 


psyche 


describing their terminated pregnan- 
cies (“Coil Baby,” “Shed Baby”), 
there’s no denying they feel them 
deeply. 

At times, the Toby character— 
because of the names the reader can- 
not help assuming this is a true story, 
since the subject is a bit too close to the 
bone to be a spoof—feels more deeply 
than one would wish. He becomes an 
exhibitionist in his grief: “The tears 
Went straight down my face, I could 
feel them; they only spread across my 
cheeks because I sometimes moved» 
my head, shook it, violently, or 


crushed it onto Leigh’s shoulder as she 


ctushed hers onto mine.” 

It is interesting to note that 
Londoner (England) Litt’s previous 
titles (Finding Myself, deadkic isongs and 
Exhibitionism) also suggest, at the very 
least, a willingness to take emotional 
and artistic risks. Could it be that in 
looking for the new age sensitive 
male, we have created a monster, or 
am I just being squeamish? There is 
something about examining emo- 
tions with a magnifying glass that 
suggests “self-indulgence,” but what 
artists/ writers and pioneers havent 
been accused of that at some point? 

The main plotline, though, gives 
the reader a welcome emotional dis- 





tance from the author. It 

introduces Agatha and Paddy, whose 
story is primarily revealed through 
Agatha’s fragile psyche—a woman 
incapacitated by her own grief 
Paddy, on the other hand, is a stal- 
wart character that takes his losses 
and gets on with things. He also man- 
ages to hang in there though his 
world is falling apart. One can’t help 
wondering why. There are few things 
more exasperating or dangerc dus than 
a woman who has too much time on 
her hands. 

Though Litt’s earlier works are 
novels and a book of short stories, he 
is a master of the lavishly poetic tum 
of phrase. He also plays with 
Victorian conventions and archaisms 
All of these add up to an exuberant 
and unusual voice. That and his will- 
ingness to explore the layers of a rela- 
tionship make the book remarkable

Building his book as he would 
build a judi “aire aaa 
administration (and, for that matter, 
previous administrations as well), 
Ruppert divides his exposé in three 
Sections covering the “Motives,” 
“Means,” and “Opportunity” pre- 
sented by the attacks on the World 
Trade Center, as well as a fourth sec- 


ing and multiple war game exercis- 
es that took place on the morning of 
the attacks), using information from 
various news organizations, politi- 
cal authors, and government docu- 
ments, as well as wide array of 
interviews conducted by Ruppert 
himself (and material already pub- 
lished through From The Wilderness; 
check out www.fromthewilder- 
ness.com). 

However, the author at times 
seems to get lost within his own 
means and motives, lumping inter- 
national drug-trafficking, Wall 
Street, the CIA, spyware, and state- 
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sponsored terrorism into one golden 
nugget. It takes away from the core 
argument of his research and his 
final apocalyptic “J/accuse.” 

In the end, Ruppert’s open 
research and methodology (with 
close to-60-pages of endnotes.and 
references), as well as his back- 
ground as a police investigator and 
independent journalist certainly 
make this book an essential read for 
any political science and current 
affairs aficionado (and/or conspira- 
cy-theorists) 

Chilling and more relevant than 
ever, Crossing The Rubicon offers a 
different perspective on the events 
that continue to define the new cen- 
tury. A terrifying must-read that 
won't let go once you've put it 
down.

CERTAIN RELIGIOUS DEVOTEES WILL 


tell you that their belief in a higher 
power cured their eyesight, or 
enabled them to walk again. Other 
folks count female mud wrestling as 
the pinnacle of religious experience 
Local painter Colin Birnie is keenly 
aware of our modern world’s 
weirdo dichotomies. 

Which is why Birnie—ready to 
showcase his honours painting the- 
sis, Faith in the Machine for the pub- 
lic—is so taken with the Internet. His 


search for contemporary religious 
subject matter is often generated 
through a simple image search—a 
process that he contends yields the 
most honest and immediate infor- 
mation about our culture. 

Perhaps it’s the metaphor of 
“searching” that has so attracted his 
attention. Machine submits a re- 
visioning of devotional iconography: 
one that is aligned with our immedi- 
ate folklore. 

“It’s gonna sound kind of preten- 
tious,” he begins, “but | really see the 
work as being about painting; about 
what painting means—right now, 
2004, October 25.” 

One of the image searches Birnie 
performed was on the phrase “a reli- 
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FISH GRIWKOWSKY 


gious experience,” That particular 
phrase, “on that particular moment 
of that particular day,” yielded over 
one hundred images, from portraits 
of Jesus to the afore-mentioned 
female mud wresting. It was a 
potent moment for Birnie as he real- 
ized that, on that self-same day, 
“there were all these people using 
that phrase to mean so many differ- 
ent things.” 

On a deeper level, Birnie is moti- 
vated by the search for meaning, 
and how meaning is constructed. 
Acknowledging that we live ina 
very fragmented society, he has 
spent many hours considering the 
lexicon of the image. 

Birnie points out that we are a 
very verbally literate society—we 
are bombarded with images daily, 
appearing anywhere from our cereal 
boxes in the morning to the bus we 
take to work and the ads we see 
along the way. As such, his paint- 
ings, such as a large before-and-after 
rendering of a woman’s lip implant 
surgery, rely on his audience's abili- 
ty to deeply contemplate and derive 
meaning from his chosen subjects. 

To create a simulacrum of his sub- 
ject, Birnie uses encaustic, an old- 
school painting medium of pigment 
and wax. Encaustic dries quickly 
and imparts a sculptural element, 
and an otherworldly glow, to the 
work. And, in keeping in line with 
Birnie’s fascination with immediacy, 
his chosen medium allows him to 
better capture the actual act of paint- 
ing because the drips and brush 
strokes are well recorded. 

However, he informs, you can 
correct a mistake in encaustic with a 
simple, household blowtorch,

“Saw really did come out of that frus- 
tration and desperation to make a film,” 
explains director Wan, who also help 
come up with the story. “Initially we 
wanted to make a guerilla indie film in 
the backyard with our friends, and part 
of that did influence the story because 
Wwe wanted to make a cheap film, and 
what's cheaper than a film about two 
guys stuck in a room?” 

The premise, which you can read 
more about in the review [see p. 12], is 
that a particularly sadistic and creative 
serial killer (aren’t they all?) kidnaps his 
victims—people that he’s determined 
don’t appreciate life—and places them in 
elaborate situations requiring gruesome 
sacrifices if they want to survive. The 
film opens with two men foot-shackled 
on opposites sides of a bathroom. They 
discover through a series of clues a pair 
of hacksaws that can’t cut through their 
thick chains, but offer freedom if they're 
willing to cut off a foot. 

“We put all our nightmares in there,” 
observes Wannell. “The big one for me is 
the fear of death, the fear of illness. I 
have a fear of the news of death, of 
someone sitting you down and saying, 
Well, moieacs Fenacit? It’s really the 
theme of the film... Really, if you have

The dark neo-noir look to 
the film, and the even darker tone 
has also garnered comparisons to 
Se7en. 

Given the surreal, brutal nature 
of the movie, it seems an unlikely 
choice for actors like Danny Glover 
or Carey Elwes, who's best known 
for starring in The Princess Bride. It 
may speak to the drawing power of 
the horror genre these days, or, as 
Wan explains, it might’ve also repre- 
sented a chance for higher profile 
actors to expand their resumes. 

“Carey Elwes was really a big 
champion of the film. He wanted to 
do something much darker than what 
he'd done in the past, I guess,” says 
Wan. 

While Wannell, who previously had 
asmall role in The Matrix Reloaded, tested 
his acting chops against seasoned veter- 
ans, Wan had to come to grips with the

(Wannell)—wake up ina sickly-lit, 
dingy dungeon of a bathroom with 
one foot each shackled to pipe. 
There’s a body on the floor holding a 
gun that neither of them can reach, 
and they don’t remember the events 
leading up to their imprisonment.

It’s here that 
Danny Glover pulls out all the 
clichés to play an I’m-too-depressed- 
for-this-shit obsessive cop witha 
personal vendetta against the killer, 
and Monica Potter does a service- 
able job as the doc’s wife, who gets 
pulled into the game.

A HARD LESSON FOR NEW FILMMAK- 
ers to learn is that when you've got 
style to burn, you might just end up 
torching other important stuff if you 
aren't careful. With Saw, 
director/story co-creator James Wan 
and writer/costar Leigh Wannell 
have fired up the disturbing imagery 
and plot twists, but dialogue, 
premise, and several of their actors’ 
performances get toasted. 

Oh-so clever fire allegories aside, 
the Aussie pair have chosen style 
over substance with a rookie feature 
that’s a gory mix of surreal Dario 
Argento giallos (lurid, Hitchcock- 
inspired thrillers with bloody 
killings), artfully-lit Marilyn Manson 
videos, and a clunky narrative riff on 
Se7en. In fact, Saw is sometimes so 
obvious and haphazard with its 
homage, some critics have pointed 
out that it’s an accidental send-up of 
the serial killer genre. It nails some 
elements but sucks so hard at others 
it'll keep you watching but annoyed. 

One of those things it gets right is 
the set-up. Two strangers—a Doctor 
(Carey Elwes) and a photographer 
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either ancillary to the story or trans- 
parently mechanical to the plot. 
When he discovers Jigsaw’s lair— 
and it is an over-the-top serial killer 
lair—there’s this whole cloak, 
booby-trap, and hissing bad guy 
tribute to Argento that jumps the 
line into farce. 

Although there are some great 
twists, most of them are unnecessari- 
ly elaborate and hinge ona set of 
extraordinarily timed circumstances 
to work. The sheer absurdity of 
Jigsaw’s master plan reaches hysteri- 
cal proportions as the film hurdles to 
its ending like a runaway mine cart. 

Sure, the movie will make you 
cringe, but so will the uneven tone of 
the performances and the dialogue. 
Wan needs practice directing actors, 
as evidenced by Elwes’ hysterics, 
and Wannell has a bad habit of both 
coasting on cliché cop dialogue and 
inserting mood-killing one-liners. 

Furthermore, although the young 
Aussies have envisioned some com- 
pelling scenarios and crafted a terri- 
fying atmosphere, Saw really lacks 
story editing, and wouldn’t be near- 
ly as effective without the dense pro- 
duction design and David A. 
Armstrong’s moody cinematogra- 
phy. 

Make no mistake, Wan and 
Wannell are talented, but to become 
great filmmakers they'll need to 
learn that the movie biz has enough 
hack filmmakers that think every- 
thing should be a rock video. Don’t 
go there. 

That said, a sequel to Saw that has 
Michael Bay in a jaw-trap and Jerry 
Bruckheimer lying on the floor with 
a key in his tummy would rock.

IT’S NO SECRET THAT WE PUT ON DIF- 
ferent faces in different situations, 
and that we all have those dramatic 
entrances, mini-standup routines, 
crocodile tears, and party tricks that 
we pull out when we're aiming to 
impress. There is often power in a 
persuasive performance to win 
spectators over, but relying solely 
on drama can wear thin your audi- 
ence’s trust—or at least, cause 
deserved speculation. 

So naturally we must mistrust 
actors, who are experts at mimick- 
ing emotions, at pretending to be 
more powerful, more attractive, 
more something—or less so, as the 
case may be—than they really are. 
But are they any more manipulative 
than the average person, or just far 
better at executing their delivery? 

Remember: all the world’s a 
stage, and some are literally acting 
all the time. Such is the case for Julia 
Lambert (Annette Bening) in Being 
Julia, Istvan Szabé's adaptation of 
W. Somerset Maugham’s novella 
Theatre. 

Now in her late forties, Annette 
Bening is still a knockout. Uttering 
her name still elicits oohs and ahhs 
from men who remember her from 
The Grifters and women who want 
to know her skin care regime. No 
one else in the fine cast can hold a 
candle to her, and we're talking 
some very fine company, including 
Michael Gambon as the ghost of 
jimmy Langdon, her old acting 
teacher, and a cheeky Jeremy Irons 
as her husband Michael. Her Julia is 
a bubbly, aging stage actress who is 
bored with her preposterous West 
End hit, Farewell, My Love! This is 
London of the 1930s, and European 
politics is as cynical and self-delu- 
sional as it gets—Hitler is being 
appeased by those who promise 
“Peace in our time.” 

And Julia, too, is an Imperial 
power in her own right. Her mere 
presence is enough to draw in full 
houses, and since it is her husband 
Michael (Jeremy Irons) who owns 
the theatre, she’s virtually guaran- 
teed any show, any run she desires. 
And, oh, is she bored. Bored with 
her play. Bored with her husband, 
with whom she shares a “most 
modern” marriage. Bored with 
pleasing her tiresome fans and 
Patrons.

with her inner circle of spouse, 
child, and former mentor—cheer 
her on.

Since The Grudge doubled box office 
expectations this past weekend and 
took in $40 million (awesome con- 
sidering the $10 million production 
budget), a sequel is already in the 
works, which will make it the sixth 
time the Japanese filmmaker has 
made essentially the same movie.

Victims of a jealous, murderous 
rage, the former occupants curse 
anyone who comes in contact with 
the house, plus their loved ones, just 
to be pricks. 

The malevolent ghosts hide in 
closets, pop out of sinks, crawl 
under the covers, get into video 
footage, shape-shift, and make 
unnerving clicking and feral cat 
noises. It’s really scary stuff if you 
haven't seen the previous films, and 
still pretty scary even if you haye. 

Unfortunately, this Grudge is most 
concerned with immediate sensory 
scares—loud, sudden noises and

THIS YEAR MARKS THE BEGINNING OF “THE 
Return to Odd’ film festival, a series of 
shocking, scary and hilarious horror films 
being presented at the Metro cinema. 
Aiming to become a Halloween tradition, 
the festival is sponsored by Whyte Ave's 
Oddity Cinema. 

In addition to providing a plethora of 
horror films from around the world, the 
festival also focuses on showing cinema 
that is harder to find and slightly more 
obscure. Even the better-known films are 
of the cult variety, such as Sam Raimi’s 
gruesome and often unintentionally silly 
Evil Dead (which spawned two more- 
popular sequels). 

The focus of the films also lean more 
towards the gory and disgusting than the 
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truly terrifying, with most of the movies in 
the festival's repertoire focusing on bits of 
entrails over moody terror. 

In many of the films, being divorced 
from mainstream culture breeds a sort of 
crazed brilliance, because without the lim- 
its of having to be accepted by a main- 
stream audience new depraved experi- 
ments can take place. 

There are more than a few gems here. 
For example the downright crazy 
Battlefield Baseball is a cross between a 
horror movie and a David Zucker come- 
dy, only with more seemingly drug 
induced randomness. 

Also, the obscurity of many of these 
films makes them downright hard to find 
Although you might run across some of 
the movies at an independent video store, 
the chances of ever seeing them on the 
big screen after the festival is little to 
none. This isn’t surprising of course, 
Most theatres would probably cringe at 
showing films which make the snuffplota- 





tion flick 9mm seem vanilla. 

Whatever the case may be, the festival 
will certainly be showing a collection of 
weird and interesting films which will 
most assuredly lead to a more interesting 
evening than would watching Surviving 
Christmas.

THE KIDS ARE MAKING AN UNHOLY 
racket this Saturday morning, so 
dad, aka Joe Keithley, aka Joey 
Shithead, has to move to a quieter 
room for his scheduled interview. 
Weekend mornings should be sacro- 
sanct for punk rock musicians, but 
the 48-year-old leader of unstop- 
pable Canadian legends DOA has to 
take care of business before relaxing. 
He's got a new album (Live Free or 
Die) and autobiography (I, Shithead) 
that will see him through Edmonton 
for a simultaneous book signing / gig 
this Friday at Audrey’s Books and 
the New City Likwid Lounge. Top 
that, Michael Ondaatje! 


NEW BOOKS AND CONTRACTS 


“1 signed [the contract] and then 
realized that | actually had to get off 
my ass and write it,” admits 
Keithley about his sideline as an 
author. “Tt was slow going, written 
with one and a half fingers, and 
painful, as far as that goes. I tried 
this little Dictaphone, where you talk 
into the computer with a micro- 
phone, and it was just horrible. I 
spent three times as long correcting 
all my horrible syntax, my attack on 
what's called the English language. 
The computer just couldn't figure it 
out. So I finally said ‘Ah, fuck it.’ 
After the first chapter, I just started 
typing.” a 

I, Shithead has gone on to sell 

. somewhere between seven and eight 
thousand copies, pretty good totals 
for a Canadian book. The success of 
the book (which has also been 
released in the States) is a source of 
satisfaction for Keithley, who has 









started work ona novel for Arsenal 
Press. His label, Sudden Death 
Records, is also going great guns, 
efficiently processing DOA re-releas- 
es and newer bands that pique his 
interest. 

“With the record label, I’m con- 
stantly getting demos from people,” 
Keithley says. “They give mea pitch 
something like, ‘You're really going 
to like this. This is old-school, '77- 
style punk rock.’ I’m kinda like, 7 
don't really care about old-school, 

‘77-style punk rock, that was like 
almost 30 fucking years ago. Why 
don’t you just try and make some- 
thing you're happy with and don’t 
just try and sound like some of my 
pals? There’re about four or five dif- 
ferent types of these demos or CDs 
that come in. Not to say they’re not 
good, or that people haven't put 
their hearts into it and are trying 
their best—some of the playing can 
be really good, but I’ll be like, ‘Uhhh, 
it just doesn’t do anything for me.” 

Sounds like Keithley’s not particu- 
larly interested in the past. 





“1 don’t really care about nostal- 
gia,” he acknowledges. “It’s fun to 
look back when you're talking to 
your pals about the things you did 
and have a beer and blah blah blah. 
But somehow you've gotta keep 
moving forward. You get stuck into 
being a nostalgia act, which is the 
death throes, right? Then you get on 
these bills where it’s just old time 
bands. Some of the new bands may 
not be so great, but it’s good to play 
with a mixture of bands, rather then 
We got a bill tonight, it’s four old 
time bands.’ You can never recreate 
that kind of bill, like Black Flag, 
DOA, the Descendents, and the 
Minutemen all in one evening. You 
can never get it back; it was just one 
of those things that happened for a 
few years. Why not try and move 
ahead?” 

Good advice, but will it fly with 
older musicians still desperately 
clinging to the dream of stadium 
tours and an extended adolescence? 

“The ones that kill me are the 
guys that work at the Long and 


McQuades. [They're] embittered, 
because they sit there on a Saturday 
afternoon and 34 kids will come in 
and plug in, just playing these horni- 
ble riffs all day long. I'm sure that if 
they had a gun behind the counter 
they’d just start shooting them: 

‘Fuck off kid, I played that riff way 
better the you!’ These old burned 
out rock guys... that’s a tough row to 
hoe, that ‘would be kinda like a per- 
sonal hell.” 

He starts to laugh. 

“| was just there yesterday, and 
they were very helpful. But I sure 
wouldn’t want to work there.” 


WORKING HARD FOR YER MONEY 

Some of Keithley’s work in 
between and around different DOA 
lineups indicates more then a pass- 
ing knowledge of the 9-to-5 world. 
He's kept busy when off the road: 
taxi driver, dock worker... 

“...Bouncer at a beer garden, con- 
struction,” he breaks in, listing them 
off with considerable relish, “I was 
the materials guy. Need your copy 
paper? I’ve got your copy paper; 
need your desk moved? ‘Please 
lady, do you mind? I’m moving 
your filing cabinets.’ You know, 
they'd have a four-drawer cabinet... 
‘Do you mind moving this over 
here?’ You'd kill yourself moving 
this thing. I’ve done tons of different 
jobs, and I think that’s a good thing, 
to get an idea of what's going on in 
the world. Whereas, unfortunately, I 
think with some musicians, if they 
get too successful too early, then 
they never really learn what it’s like 
to bust your back or find out what 
it’s like to make a living. 

“T think people have to keep up 
the fight,” he continues, after being 
prodded with questions about the 
newer wave of punk rock. Keithley 
is clearly ambivalent about the ‘90s 
punk revolution that eschewed poli- 
tics while keeping the outside trap- 
pings of the genre that he had a 
hand in shaping. “If you look at all 
the music of the last century, going 
from jazz music of the ‘40s and ‘50s, 
the counter culture of the ‘60s, punk 
rock of the ‘70s and 80s, early hip- 
hop, it all questioned what's going 
on. ‘Cause there're lots of things that 
don’t work in society, and that’s part 
of the artist’s responsibility, to get 
people to think about that.”

Beginning of The End 


Heavy musicians beget heavy thoughts 
_on the nature of things 


THE END 
Sat, Oct 30

THERE'S A DIFFERENCE BETWEEN SKIM- 
ming through page after page of 
print that proclaims—in stark black 
and white—The End as the future of 
heavy music, and witnessing the 
Toronto band’s intense whirlwind of 
energy and inconceivable sound 
firsthand. After all, the former might 
merely mean the hype machine has 
spit out yet another Next Biggest 
Thing! Luckily, The End makes 
things easy—such notions are 
instantly erased the moment they 
explode onstage, adding true 
Technicolor depth to the two-dimen- 
sional gushes of praise and rever- 
ence. 

It’s just after their October 19th 
set in the Victory Lounge; I’m seat- 
ed next to guitarist Andrew 
Hereules in the solace of a cramped 
stairwell at the very top of the 
Starlite Room, where just enough 
light seeps through the frosted win- 
dowpanes to reveal the surround- 
ings in shades of grey. Any skepti- 
cism I had before the show has been 
torn to shreds. I’m glad I came to 
see the band before I attempted to 
write about ‘em, and I tell Hercules 
as much. He seems to appreciate 
the effort, minimal though it may 
be. 


They’ve received a torrent of pos- 
itive press lately, but The End have 
still suffered on occasion from lazy 
hands in the media. “It’s really kind 
of disappointing sometimes when 


drums, and because of that, I think 
we get lumped with bands that are 
like that,” Hercules says. “I think 
that our approach to mus 

bit different. We love | shit, 
and that’s why we play heavy shit, 
but we're not ig to just make 
heavy music. We're trying to make 
music; it just happens to be brutal.” 

The End easily set themselves 
apart not only through their techni- 
cality and musicianship but also by 
the high level of profundity present 
in their work. “We've got a lot of 
shit to say about people and life. 
What are humans?” asks Hercules, 
revealing some of the ideas floating 
around for the follow-up to their 
recent full-length on Relapse, 
Within Dividia. “I know it sounds 
existential but it’s not; we're trying 
to look at it in a really basic way. 
What is your purpose? What are 
you really meant to do here? Why 
do you think there is a purpose 
here? What do your feelings mean? 
Is your world the only real world?” 
He reflects. “The time that we are 
mortal is so miniscule compared to 
the time that we're fossils.

Sonny 
played the first few shows, but he 
decided his heart just wasn’t in it. We 
miss him. 


How is the band different nowadays? 
It's always been about motorsports, 
drugs, and girls. It's more about the 
evils of drugs at this point—the spoils 
of drugs. We haven't changed, you 
know? We're into racing, horror 
movies, and biker culture—redneck 
shit, metal and punk rock. It’s really not 
that complicated.”

If anyone compares this guy to Prince, 
slap them. | have no idea if that’s even 
happened, but as with anyone who 
attempts falsetto in indie rock, it just 
seems inevitable. But whereas Prince is a 
talented singer with an impressive range 
and vocal ability, this guy, much like the 
singer from Make-up before him, yelps 
and squeals in a gimmicky fashion that's 
supposed to evoke some molested idea 
of a soul singer. But gimmicky itis, so 
much so that it effectively renders the 
band impotent. 

Crimes just seems to be a conventional 
rock record that has tweaked one of the 
more obvious elements enough so that it 
is now considered “unique”, and per- 
ceived as experimental and groundbreak- 
ing. That can often translate as a case of 
style over substance, and it’s hard to 
work up enthusiasm for a band that 
already seems so pleased with them- 
selves. And it certainly doesn’t help that 
everything is delivered in such a deliber- 
ate and overly sassy way that you can't 
help but feel put off. 

But wait! It isn’t all shit. If you can get 
past half the vocalists, there is some level 
of interest to be found. Sometimes the 
irritating voice works, and there are some 
exchanges between the two singers that 
work very well. The band is tight, creative, 
and appropriately pummeling. And, at the 
very least, every other song features 
some redeeming qualities that make the 
experience border on worthwhile. And 
who knows, maybe this will grow on me, 
I've been wrong before.

Elliot Smith was one of the most 
respected musicians by the media, and 
now, posthumously, it's a daunting task 
to attempt an honest review that circum- 
vents indulgent sentiment. 

Nonetheless, here we go. 

Almost. | must warn you that | am an 
Elliot Smith fan and biased to wantto like 
this record. So I'll try to stick to the facts. 

From a Basement on a Hill was written, 
recorded, and produced primarily by 
Smith, with final production credit going 
to “Elliot’s family and friends.” 

The vocals are right up front, and the 
occurrence of large musical bombard- 
ments—as heard periodically throughout 
his previous recording, Figure &—are 
heard less frequently here. You wonder if, 
were Smith around, the vocals would be 
less naked and the deeply personal lyrics 
and vocals a bit more disguised. 

The arrangements are catchy, slightly 
discordant, and at times Beatlesque-ten- 
der, which is common of Smith's music, 
and part of the reason why he had so 
many fans—no matter how painful his 
lyrics (as on “Pretty (Ugly Before)”), the 
music often maintains an air of defiance 
and transcendence, kind of like a good 
Bruce Springsteen song. 

Tracks flow easily from one to the next. 
Some songs are simple and acoustic, 
hearkening back to his first two record- 
ings (think “Needle In the Hay,” the song 
played during the suicide scene in The 
Royal Tenenbaums), others are more dis- 
cordant than ever before, but in all of 
them the lyrics—the most direct of any of 
his previous songs—are heard clearly. 

Smith takes more vocal chances on 
Hill, giving us his bright falsetto often and

Leo is like a reli- 
able indie workhorse, toiling away with 
his band the Pharmacists in the outskirts 
of New Jersey. Consistently delivering the 
goods while dissecting American politics 
and middle-class apathy, Leo does it all 
with handclaps and a howl. 

His latest release has a sound familiar 
to any Leo fan—a high-octane blend of 
punk, ska, Celtic, and soul music. It 
would be hard for anyone to live up to 
2003's Hearts of Oak, but Leo has 
matched it song for song, writing a timely 
record about the current political climate 
of the US. 

Shake the Sheets is probably one of 
the best reasons to not hate America. Like 
many left-of-centre artists before him, 
Leo takes all the chaos and disorder 
buried beneath the surface of his country 
and, from that pressure cooker (other- 
wise known as the American melting 
pot), makes relevant, catchy anthems 
with an alternative point of view. 

It's no coincidence that Leo's new. 
album is scheduled for release only a few 
weeks before the American election, and 
the song “The Angels’ Share” is a lyrical 
open letter to the current president. “Little 
Dawn” has a guitar riff that sounds like a 
Gatling gun, as he fires off the reassuring 
mantra “It’s all right,” over and over. 
Listening to this record, you quickly real- 
ize that Leo doesn't hate his country—he 
loves it, with a patriotic spirit worthy of 
any flag-waving, meat-eating NASCAR 
dad. 2

WELL, THE WORLD CERTAINLY DIDN'T NEED 
this album. Ever wondered why you don't 
see a lot of live rap albums? It hadn't real- 
ly ever occurred to me until | threw this 
one on. 

The selling point, and entire reason for 
this CD existing, is that this show marked 
the first time in eight or so years that all 
nine members showed up and performed 
a full set together. Even ODB was there, 
though apparently he just sat on the stage 
all night, staring into space. The liner 
notes insist this was because he was “the 
anchor of calm... taking in the enormity of 
the spectacle, more blown away, it 
seemed, than even the audience.” 

Riiiight. 

Though | imagine the show was amaz- 
ing to behold, it just doesn’t translate to 
tape well. Having all nine members con- 
stantly yelling into distorting micro- 
phones over RZA’s too-quiet beats is try- 
ing. Wu-Tang is not generally known for 
their tight flows or precision, and though 
that is a large part of their appeal, here it 
just sounds awkward and messy instead 
of gritty and raw. Really, the only MC who 
sounds on time and in tune is Ghostface. 

Contrary to the insistence of the liner 
notes, the album probably would have 
been vastly improved with the absence of 
half the group. Yeah, you know which 
ones. And not because individually they 
are lacking, but more because they are 
incapable of working together in any 
capacity, as is too often the case with live 
hip-hop. 

The notion of a fully united Wu per- 
forming a career spanning 27 tracks 
(including cuts from their best solo 





records) may sound tempting, but unfor- 
tunately it’s a mess of muddy, sloppy, 
uninspired one-upsmanship. There's 
enough other great Wu-Tang Clan out 
there to render this totally unnevessary, 
and also a “best of” on the way. Avoid 
this.

WHEN THE DEAD LEAVES RUSTLE, THE 
wind rattles the skeletons of trees, and 
ragged clouds scud across a murky 
moon, there’s an ominous frisson in the 
air. It’s the threat of winter, death, dark- 
ness and wandering spirits. The ancient 
Britons and Scots called it Samhain, the 
night when the veil between the spirit 
and corporeal world thins and the dead 
speak again. The serious inception of 
Hallowe'en has been somewhat trivial- 
ized over the centuries. Miniature _.., 
witches and princesses have replaced 
the hag and the crone. No more is the 
season the time to reflect on the greater 
fear lurking just beneath “normal” 
life—not for common folk, that is. 

interFEAR, a new arts festival set to 
haunt Old Strathcona and beyond, 
attempts to put that examination back 
in perspective, says producer Brenda 
Knight. “I think the concept of fear is 
around us every day. We're brought up 
ina culture of fear Tf you don’t stop 
doing that...’ threat is the biggest fear. 
Will | lose my job? Will I be able to pay 
the mortgage? That kind of thing. And 
because those thoughts are at the fore- 
front of our minds, we forget to act on 
the other fears and phobias that need 
release. If we could act on our bigger 
fears, we'd probably be able to deal 
with everyday ee Instead it all 
just festers.”

Knight built interFEAR on the foun- 
dation of what was Northern Light 
Theatre’s Carnival of Souls. “We com- 
pletely revamped the Carnival of Souls 
concept to include more theatre, make 
it more interactive, and.include a strong, 
visual element. This festival has the 
potential to grow. It will take about 
three years for people to understand 
what it's all about and five in all for 
recognition. We're already thinking 
about next year!” 

Knight says the combination of snow 
and impending winter creates a spine- 
tingling atmosphere perfect for a more 
serious exploration of the season. “T 
think people in Edmonton are tired of 
the traditional routine things during the 
Halloween season. They want to try to 
branch out, and the potential’s there for 
them to step up and embrace this festi- 
val “ 

Fear’s chilly fingers reach out and 
grasp the festival patron at the door. 
The bright and sterile arts barns lobby 
has been transformed into a microcosm 
of phobia by Harvey Anderson and 
Idaho Bonnell. Anderson, speaking 
from amongst the props and spider- 
webs, says, “It’s kind of cool we can 
play on fear and that whole Hallowe'en 
thing where people ignore fear and 
dress up as Barbie princesses when 
they should play on the darkness 
around them. This festival really allows 
us to look deep inside at our fears. It’s 
kind of a new way of celebrating how it 
was meant to be.”

Anderson laughs devilishly, “The 
Fringe Jester is the focal point of the 
whole clown section.

Anderson describes the creation as a 
“fear collage.” In addition to the 
clowns, there are spiders and deep 
water, the dark, and any number of 
ghouls created by a large team. Goth 
inspired art by Klank completes the 
picture... as does a phobia room by The 
Works artistic director Will Truchon. 
Patrons are invited to enter and allow 
the atmosphere to act on their deepest 
fear. Details aren’t being revealed (but 
since Brenda Knight says “There's no 
way I’m going in there, man!” there's 
probably a picture or two of the 
Premier.) 

interFEAR features a bit of vampire 
chick fantasy in the form of Blood 
Sympathies by Calgary's Nicole Zylstra. 
Performed by Jocelyn Ahlf, Belinda 
Cornish, Vanessa Sabourin, Jana 
O’Connor, and Jordan Thompson, of 
Panties Productions, the play draws 
upon on characters created long before 
Mr. Stoker and Dracula locked fangs 
and pen. The story is based on another 
classic work in the bloodsucking oeu- 


vre, Joseph Sheridan LeFanu's Carmilla. 


Ahlf, who gets to chew necks and 
scenery as the forbidding Countess 
Ruthven, says, “It’s actually about a 
really toxic friendship. Lara befriends 
Carmilla, who is a vampire, and Lara 
goes to any length to keep the relation- 
ship going, including letting Carmilla 
drink her blood. There’s no real black 
and white. Carmilla is also treated 
badly in the end—Lara is a vampire of 
emotions.”

Updating the fear factor fascination 
is this year’s Urban Tales Cabaret in the 
Third Space. This marks the seventh 
year for the evening of thrills. Ottillie 
Parfitt is this year’s curator and co- 
directs with Jan Alexandra Smith. The 
six tales of horror come from England, 
the United States, and Canada. This 
year’s authors, says Parfitt, were asked 
to incorporate five elements in their 
tales... a key, a staircase, a house, a 
haunting and a portrait. Parfitt says she 
and the reading committee were sur- 
prised by two other elements that 
popped up in most of the scripts, “Cell 
phones and, um... the male appendage! 
Cell phones I can understand: they're a 
reflection of moder life. But cocks and 
penises? I suppose they’re also a sign of 
the times!” Parfitt laughs evilly at the 
prospect of terrified audience members, 
“{The six plays] offer a huge range. 
Some of them have a creep factor while 
some make you jump out of your skin 
while others are funny—but they're all 
all scary to some degree. And it’s not 
just fears. These plays involve the mod- 
ern fear of technology.

This well-versed Canadian actor 
will have played over 500 perfor- 
mances in six Canadian cities 
(including Edmonton) of Willy 
Russell’s 1986 one-woman comedy 
about a Liverpudlian housewife 
breaking out of a personal rut in 
the wake of an exotic Greek holi- 
day. 

“1 premiered the show in Canada 
back in 1990 [the year the hit play- 
cum-movie opened on Broadway], 
and we mounted this particular 
production [directed by Roy 
Surette] one year ago in 
Vancouver,” says the 51-year-old 
actress, thrilled to be returning to 
Edmonton and the Citadel after an 
absence of almost two decades. 

“There's wonderful warmth to 
the Citadel and an audience that’s 
been cultivated for a long time. Its 
reputation precedes and grounds 
that place greatly,” she says, noting 
that she was last in Edmonton for 
the 1985-86 Citadel season, playing 
in a production of Top Girls. 

Not that Cavendish is complain- 
ing about the quantity of time she’s 
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spent playing in this uber-popular 
comedy or thinks she’s sharing 
even the tiniest bit of her stage 
avatar’s personal rut.

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rewards for the actress playing 
Shirley that far surpass other roles 
It's a wonderful intimate evening 
talking directly to the audience— 
even if in the play I’m pretending 
to be talking to my friend the wall. 

“You have to keep in mind that 
this is not just a play that makes 
people laugh; it’s also a work that 
asks that the audience consider 
some deeper issues and touch upon 
a subject matter that many people 
don’t think about,” she says, under- 
lining the profound personal trans- 
formation that Shirley undergoes 
during the two-act play. 

“My responsibility first and fore- 
most to make an audience comfort- 
able, and the fact it’s setin a 
kitchen is a big help.

“This woman came backstage to 
see me after a show in Calgary and 
told me how the story of this char- 
acter had just given her the impetus 
to leave a marriage that she now 
realized was over. Two years later 
when I was back in Calgary, she 
came back stage again and told me 
she had indeed left and it had all 
worked out well for her,” she says, 
adding that it’s hard to not have

THE DESIGNER IS AN ALCHEMIST. IN 
his or her hands, hopsacking can 
become velvet; Styrofoam, marble; or 
random dabs of paint, an entire uni- 
verse. That alchemy is especially 
important for a company like 
Catalyst Theatre where the surreal is 
the common element for the crea- 
tures inhabiting the worlds of The 
House of Pootsie Plunkett, The Blue 
Orphan, or Carmen Angel, which 
opens the theatre’s new season. 

In the Catalyst world, the alchemist 
is Bretta Gerecke, whose rich lighting 
designs and delicately structured sets 


have informed much of the Catalyst — 


experience. 

The outgoing multi-Sterling award 
winner is momentarily stumped 
when asked how many shows she’s 
created for the company “Oh my 
God! Well, it’s been 8 seasons togeth- 
er, So | would hazard a guess at 
around 15 shows!” The confusion is 
understandable because of Catalyst’s 
record of continual creation. A play 
may be premiered and toured, fol- 
lowing substantial workshopping, 
but the team usually tears it apart and 
reinvents—who can forget the tower- 
ing green lit monolith of bubble wrap 
in the first incarnation of The House of 
Pootsie Plunkett, which became small- 
er crystalline columns of Plexiglas, or 
the moth-like colours and glowing 
valises of The Blue Orphan? 

Gerecke, who intended to become 
an architect, was attracted to stage 
design because of the creative licence 
itallowed, “I really wanted to be an 
architect, but itis perhaps more 
mathematical than I am as a human 
being and there’s a huge apprentice 
period with architecture. Like Frank 
Ghery—you didn’t know who he 
was until he was 50. It is a field with 
far more rules than theatre, because 
with theatre it’s torn down five weeks 
after it’s built. It doesn’t have to com- 
ply with any mathematical rules, so I 
was excited about the prospect of 
breaking out of the rigidity of archi- 
tecture. But I think I still get most of 
my i i 


from architecture, 
truth be told. I look at architecture 


keeps resonating—and 
80 ‘round there’s usually words or 
phrases or sections 


like you do and throw out a million 
options. With Jon [director Jonathan 
Christenson] and me it’s a bit of a ten- 
nis match, we go back and forth and 
back and forth adding and subtract- 
ing.” 
And the story part? “It’s a murder, 
it's a mystery, it’s about a young boy 
who falls in love with this girl. He 
thinks she’s the most beautiful thing 
he's ever seen, and when they are 10, 
she is found murdered, and he never 
really gets over it. They do arrest 
someone and put him away, but he 
doesn’t believe that’s the killer. He's a 
photographer and he finds clues in 
old photographs and he decides 20 
years later to g0 down the road of 
solving the murder” 

cke describes this design as 
being “on the diagonal,” as opposed 
to the icy angularity of Pootsie or the 
misty indeterminate world of The 
Blue Orphan. “We're weaving webs

DON'T MAKE ME DO IT. DON'T MAKE 
me tell you again of my obsessive 
love for the pupusa. How obsessive, 
you ask? God you're nosy. 
Obsessive enough that I would set 
out on a premature winter night full 
of snow to a part of town I don’t see 
much of otherwise, all for the plea- 
sure of heaping marinated cabbage 
onto a homemade tortilla stuffed 
with cheese, beans, and ground 
pork, then spooning on some spicy 
tomato-y sauce with the luxuriant 
anticipation of a junkie preparing a 
shot. 

My destination this forbidding 
night was El Rancho Spanish 
Restaurant, a so-called hole-in-the- 
wall just off 118 Ave., close to the 
delightful Handy Bakery, your desti- 
nation for fine Portuguese baked 
goods and assorted comestibles. 
there's a light-up sign clearly mark- 
ing the spot, but my dining compan- 
ion and I managed to miss it, so we 
had to call for exact coordinates, 
which allowed us to reserve a table. 
As it turns out, you need to reserve a 
fable, even on a premature winter 
night of snow, because there are 
only six tables in the place. 


USE YOUR FORK 

Once you get to try the food, 
though, the capacity crowd at El 
Rancho is completely understand- 
able, what with all the reasonably 
Priced appetizers, entrees and 
desserts they have on offer. And 
pupusas? Oh yes, my friend, they 
have pupusas ($1.75 each). 

Man cannot live on pupusas 
alone—believe me, I’ve tried—so my 
co-diner and I ordered a couple of 
entrees as well. He was drawn to the 
cane azada ($12.95), which is grilled 
steak to me and you. I was feeling 
more like poultry, so I ordered the 
pollo en salsa con ($9.95). Both 
mains came with salad and rice. For 
some reason I always orderCola 


Cham 


ry brick that lines copper smelting 
furnaces. In any case, the novice 
should beware. El Rancho’s pupusas 
were tidier and more self-contained 
than many I’ve seen, which tend to 
burst their seams and leak cheese 
everywhere, but that didn’t make 
them easier to pick up. I relied on 
my fork and found them on par with 
the best pupusas I’ve had in town 
The side of cabbage wasn’t as spicy 
as I’m accustomed to, but added a 
satis crunchiness which I 
would have enjoyed more if I hadn’t 

ally inhaled the food in a mat- 
ter of seconds. 


FACE REMOVAL OPTIONAL 

Difficult as it was, I restricted 
myself to one pupusa so as to have 
room for the main course. This was a 
good idea. My serving of chicken 
baked i a with potatoes was 
generous, the sauce of tomatoes, 
onions and peppers concealing 
numerous pieces of pollo cooked to 
fall-apart tenderness. A lightly 
dressed green salad with tomatoes 
and radishes and a heap of rice 
flecked with corn, peas and carrots 
took up the rest of the dish. For those 
who expect Mexican food to burn 
your face off, you'll be delighted to 
know that the food was mildly sea- 
soned. For those who demand that 
Mexican food burn your face off, 
there's a big bottle of hot sauce on 
every table. 

My co-diner enjoyed his steak, 
although he noted that it had been 
cooked beyond his requested level 
of medium-rare. He tried to drown 
his sorrows in a bow] of rice pud- 
ding, but the friendly server told us 
she had just sold the last portion. 
Unbowed, we split an order of flan 
($3), a creamy baked custard driz- 
zled with caramel, and the server 
tried to atone for the rice pudding 
shortage with a free order of another 
dessert, the name of which eludes 
me. It was a sort of crumbly cake 
made with cream cheese, which was 
nothing like rice pudding but which

in fact, given the glut of sex surveys 
out there, you'd think most of us were 
spending more time answering ques- 
tions about sex than actually having it. 

Though, according to the “largest ever 
survey of sexual attitudes and behav- 
jour" (350,000 people from 41 coun- 
tries) just released by Durex condoms, 
we're still managing to do it an average 
of 103 times per year. 

Of course, proving the old adage 
about French lovers, the French take the 
lead, doing it, on average, 137 times a 
year. But then again, what are sex sur- 
veys really for, if not to uphold old 
adages and reinforce our cultural beliefs, 
attitudes and concerns when it comes to 


sex. 

And when it comes to surveys, 
“Choices surrounding research topics, 
questionnaire construction, classifica- 
tion, and analysis of findings are social, 
cultural, and political activities, and are 
not simply objective scientific endeav- 
ors,” writes Paula Maurutto in a review 
of Kiss and Tell: Surveying Sex in the 
Twentieth Century in the March-April 
2000 issue of the Canadian Journal of 
Sociology. “They reflect the expecta- 
tions, Values and cultural beliefs of those 
conducting the research.” 

So it’s not surprising then that for the 
third year in a row (it's now in its eighth 
year), the annual Global Survey of the 
world’s biggest condom company focus- 
es on the sexual behaviour of youth and 
features several questions about having 
unprotected sex (Danes and Swedes, 
apparently, are more likely to have 
unsafe sex without knowing their part- 
ner’s sexual history). 

To be fair, the survey is not entirely 
self-serving, and also reflects general 
society's going concerns when it comes 
to sex and youth, such as our fear that 
teens are becoming more sexual at an 
earlier age (16.5 among 16-20 year olds 
compared to 18.2 for those surveyed 
over 45). 

The survey also hits all the current hot 
spots when it comes to our broader sex- 
ual insecurities and concerns.

It also revealed that 92 per cent of the 
male population admitted to masturbat- 
ing, making previous beliefs surrounding 
masturbation difficult to defend, given 92 
per cent of the male population weren't 
blind or hairy-palmed. 

On the other hand, early sex surveys 
conducted by mostly male researchers, 
had every sexually frustrated woman 
(and her husband) believe she was

in sex research, '80s feminism kicked in 
and no sex survey worth its salt would 
get away without asking questions about 
date rape and sexual harassment, and 
before you could say, “Just say no,” uni- 
versities were drawing up ridiculous 
scripts students were meant to recite 
before they could get laid.

| HAVE A SERIOUS PROBLEM. | AM 
pregnant with a boy. At first my hus- 
band and | were in agreement that we 
would not circumcise him. | have read 
that the foreskin is comparable to a 
clit—all the nerves and stuff that 
make sex more pleasurable. But now 
my husband says he has changed his 
mind based on brief conversations he 
had with two people. One woman said 
that when she saw her ex-boyfriend’s 
uncircumcised penis it was a “deal 
killer.” She wouldn’t fuck him because 
of it. The second woman said her 
boyfriend’s son had to get circumcised 
at age 13 because “boys just don't 
clean it and it causes all sorts of prob- 
lems.” | have seen an uncircumcised 
penis and although | did not have the 
pleasure of fucking it (in order to get 
first-hand knowledge of the situation) | 
gladly would have had the circum- 
stances been different. And how hard 
is it to clean a dick? That 13-year-old 
just needed to shower more often, in 
my opinion. My questions are: Do 
women (or men) gag at the site of an 
uncircumcised penis? Do men prefer 
to be circumcised? Will my son be 
mentally scarred for life because he 
has a “deal killer” of a dick or will he 
be scarred because we cut off his fore- 
skin? Help me Savage-Wan Kenobi, 
you're my only hope. 

A.Z. 


First off, A.Z., the foreskin is not, as 
some anti-circumcision activists insist, 
“comparable to a clit." The head of the 
penis, the glans, is the clit’s male coun- 
terpart. Remove a woman's clit or the 
head of a man’s cock, and you destroy 
the ability of that woman or man to 
experience any sexual pleasure at all. 
Remove a man’s foreskin and he'll usu- 
ally get by—and get off—just fine with- 
out it. 

Second, | empathize with the difficult 
position you're in, A.Z., as | found 
myself in the exact same position six 
years ago. My boyfriend and | had just 
adopted a newborn boy and we were at 
odds over the circumcision issue. My 
boyfriend came down on the “Won't he 
feel weird if his penis doesn't look like 
his fathers’?” side of the argument, 
whereas | came down on the “How 
often do guys stand around comparing 
dicks with their dads?” side. Ultimately 
my position carried the day and we 
didn't get our son circumcised and 
today we.both feel we made the right 
decision, 
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Third, I’m going to quickly run 
through your questions before | terrify 
you with a gut-wrenching tale of woe: 
Some men and women gag at the site 
of an uncircumcised penis, A.Z., but 
they're assholes that you wouldn't want 
your grown son to fuck anyway, right? 
Besides, circumcision rates in the 
United States are falling—just 65 per 
cent of all newborn males are circum- 
cised today—so the men and/or women 
your son will one day be fucking and/or 
be fucked by are unlikely to be disgust- 
ed by an uncut cock, A.Z., as they will 
either have encountered more of them 
or they'll have one themselves. As for 
whether or not men prefer to be circum- 
cised, well, most cut men are happy 
with their dicks, A.Z., and most uncut 
men are happy with theirs. The thing 
about the unhappy cut men, though, is 
that they can’t get uncut, you know 
what I’m saying?
